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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over: 
JP 2000-289168 (JP '168), 

in view of JP 2002-2071 19 (JP 419). 

JP ' 168 discloses a polyester film comprising a coating layer and a release layer, wherein 
said coated film has the recited extractable oHgomer content, (entire document, e.g., abstract; 
paragraphs 5, 1 1, 24, 27. etc.) However, the reference does not explicitly disclose films with the 
recited orientation angle. 

JP ' 1 19 discloses that it is well known in the art to utilize films having an orientation 
angle of 10 degrees or less in order to facilitate visual inspection and to avoid interference when 
utiHzed in optical applications (e.g., polarizers, etc.) (e.g., abstract; paragraph 21, etc.) 

It would have been to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to use films with low orientation angles in the coated films of JP ' 168 in order to facilitate 
quality control and its use in optical and/or display applications. One of ordinary skill in the art 
would have used known techniques to minimize the presence of defects in the coating layer

(claim 1) in order to increase xmiformity of layer properties and to avoid undesirable visual 
artifacts which used in display or optical devices and structures.
